Bow He Almost Precipitated a Second 


Conflict Wltn France. 


The rapidity with which France was 


repairing the disasters of tho war arid 
tho ease -with which sho met the finan- 
cial obligations it imposed on her as- 
tonished Europe and perturbed 
the 


statesmen at Berlin. Her military force 
was being judiciously reconstructed, 
and it seemed .also as if the calculation 
of Prluco Bismarck ns regards the con- 
stitution of her internal government 
might be falsified. The German chan- 
cellor desired to see established what a 
Hussion diplomatist happily deecribed 
ns a repnbliquo dissolvante. 


Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 


this result about and the impracticable 
character of the Oomte de Chambord, 
•which rendered the restoration of mon- 
archy for R time impossible, there were 
indications that a stable system of gov- 
ernment would be founded which would 
enable Prance to recover a strong posi- 
tion in tho community of nations. Prince 
Bismarck was resolved this should not 
be, and suddenly, iu May, 1875, Prince 
Hohenlohe, the present chancellor of 
the German empire, who was then em 
bassador in Paris, appeared at the 
French foreign office and naked for ex- 
planations regarding tho scheme for tho 
reconstruction of the French army. The 
Duo do Broglie, in his interesting no- 
count of tho embassy of M. do Gouto 
Biroii to Berlin, describes the consterna- 
tion which followed Ihis attempt to r vn 
vote another quarrel with France. Au 
other war seemed inevitable.

and Russia interfered to prevail i, ir. 
Prince Bismarck could easily hurt: t"! 
regarded the roiiicustrances of bolh. 
England would certainly not take up 
arms if he paid no attention, to her rep 
resentations, and Russia would have 
thought twice before incurring tho hos 
tility of Germany in view of coining 
events in the Balkan peninsula. 


The fact, though not generally known 


ia that tho greatest influence in prevent 
ing war was that of tho Grand Duke o 
Baden. While tho relations with Franc 
were becoming complicated tho Emperor 
William happened to be staying at the 
Meinau, tho seat of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, ou tho Lake of Constance. One 
morning the grand duchesa, who was 
the emperor's daughter, came into her 
father's study and showed him a num- 
ber of extracts from the press. He per- 
ceived at once that the country was 
drifting into war, and, afler a consulta- 
tion with his son-in-law, who was 
strongly opposed to provoking a war, 
which, however successful for the mo- 
ment, would have been most disastroviB 
to the Mini' u.'ifl character of Germany, 
tho iigfd monarch wut off that very 
evening to Berlin, I'.cd Prince Bismarck 
liad to beat u retreat.—Quarterly He- 
view.

is playoU i'ii—duugeroas to tho player. 
A profound German medical r.nthority 
says that it is doubtful if a healthy man 
plftj'iiiR any instrument in a correct 
method over suffer!) through playing 
npoii miy J-ee<l or brass instrument, but 
those, who have uriy weakness of the 
heart or oirr.-uhition may be injured by 
playing any wind instrument. 


As it is quite easy for a musician to 


inspire between the phrases of tiw 
music, but impossible for him to expire 
without overblowing his instrument, it 
follows that the instruments that re- 
quire tho least expenditure of breath are 
the mora injurious for the reason that 
the player must hold his breath for long 
intervals. 


This is tho case with both the oboe 


and the flute. The charge is probably 
trite that the cnrions tickling of the 
lips that.is caused by the double reed 
mouthpiece of the instrument frequent- 
ly causes cancer. 


The eminent scientist who hut) dis- 


covered those things^ about the compar- 
atively harmless oboe should now as- 
certain whether accordion and concer- 
tina playing (Joes not snperindnoo mus- 
cular' paralysis iu an aggravated and in- 
inourable form.—New York Journal.

WHAT JUDGK 
IIIGKLOW ADMITS, 


UEMIKS AND PREDICTS. 


To the Honorable R. R. Bigeluw, Chief 


Justice of the Supreme Court: Sir—In 
an article in the JOURNAL of the 3d in- 
stant, several questions pertinent to 
Ihe financial issues were presented for 
your consideration. 
In your reply 


published herewith you refer to only 
two or three of them. As this is a cam- 
paign of education and you have vol- 
untarily laid aside the ermine, and de- 
scended from the bench to minglo with 
the common herd, iu the filthy pool of 
politics, and show them the, wickedness 
nt contending for tlio restoration of 
silver : to the place assigned it as a 
money metal by the founders of this 
Government and accorded it by gen- 
eral consent up to 1873, when it was 
fraudulently and surreptitiously dis- 
placed by an act of Congress, the fall 
purport of which was not known to 
the members who voted for it, nor to 
President Grant, who approved it, for 
years after its passage. It was not un- 
reasonable to expect that you, haviug 
studied the financial question, would 


- give categorical answers to the ques- 
tions propounded to you in tbese col- 
umns. Your light would be none the 
less for lighting your neighbors; and ao 
you ignore tho facts that you changed 
your opinion of many years' standing 
immediately after the Bepublioaii Na- 
tional Convention at St. Louis; that 
you do not deny that the silver dollar 
of 871,'£ grains of silver was made the 
money unit and declared to be 100 
cents by the Congress of the United 
Slates; that tho same authority de- 
clared the silver dollar to he legnl ten- 
der for all debts; that during all the 
years tho mints wore open to geld and 
silver, tho parity of the metals was 
njamt-ained and silver bullion never 
sold for less than its coinage value; 
that all the bonds and other obliga- 
tions of tho Government are payable, 
principal and interest, at the option of 
the Government, in silrer dollars of 
the United States, containing 412};,' 
«rraina of standard silver; and that pre- 
dictions as to dire consequences to the 
country, sach as are given to the pub- 
lic by you may not be fulfilled, do you 
think it unreasonable to assume that 
yon cannot answer them? 


You say: 
"If under free coinage sil- 


ver coin depreciates so that it will only 
ba worth 50 per cent of its present 
value, aa in my (your) judgment it cer. 
tainly will, it will be repudiation and 
fraud for the Government to so change 
the law that its obligations will be paid 
in silver." 


Does not your Honor, attach alto- 


gether too much importance to your 
judgment? 
Tho 
Congress of 
tho 


United States, as heretofore stated in 
these columns, and not denied by you, 
because' it cannot be denied, has de- 
clared that all the obligations of the 
Government are payable, principal and 
interest, at the option of the Govern- 
ment, in silver dollars of the United 
States containing \\\%y, grains each of 
standard Silver and that it is not in 
violation of the public faith nor in der- 
ogation of the rights of public credit- 
ors to pay the principal and interest of 
those obligations in such coins. Surely 
if you, have studied the financial ques- 
tion you are aware of that, and know- 
ing it how can you say that it would be 
"repudiation and fraud for the Govern- 
ment to so change the law that its ob- 
ligations will be paid in silver," whan 
the law already says that all Govern- 
ment obligations are payable in silver 
dollars of 412)£ grains of standard sil- 
ver each ? 


You say, too: "There is not a green- 


.back, a treasury note, a silver dollar, 
nor a Government bond for which the 
holder has not paid the value of a gold 
dollar, and for the Government to now 
pay them in flfty-cant dollars is simply 
to swindle him out of one-half that 
value." 


If you studied the financial question 


you most know that greenbacks when 
issued were worth in coin, gold or sil- 
ver, anywhere from 35 cents to 70 cents 
on the dollar, and that $340 in coin, 
gold or silver, purchased a Govern- 
ment bond of the par value of $1,000. 
Do you think that the taxpayers have 
any rights in this matter and that they 
should be compelled to redeem bonds 
which sold for 35 or 40 cents on the 
dollar with 200 cent dollars ? Is it not 
a fact that the people have paid over 
four billions and a half in interest and 
principal on the public debt in the laat 
thirty years, and still have to pay 
more in wheat, cotton and other com- 
modities to settle the remainder of the 
debt than would have sufficed to cancel 
the entire debt at the close of the war ? 


Yon mu*t also know, as nearly every 


schoolboy does, that treasury notes are 
redeemable in coin, for it is ao stated on 
their (ace, and that these notes, are re. 


long as it is a legal tender, just as good 
as a gold dollar, and that greenbacks 
and treasury notes, being redeemable 
in coin, are just as good as coin dollars. 
A silver dollar will buy just as much 
labor or commodities and pay just as 
much debt aa a gold dollar, hence your 
attempt to make a distinction between 
the purchasing power or debt-paying 
power of a silver dollar and a gold do: 
lar is unavailing. 


You speak of BO-oent silver dollars 


Did you ever see a BO-cent Unitec 
States standard dollar? 
Was ther 


ever such a dollar in circulation in th 
United States in all the years in which 
the mints were open to gold and silver 
Do you believe there ever will be such 
a dollar if it is, as it is now, a lega 
tender for all debts, and, if you so be- 
lieve, upon what grounds do you basi 
your belief ? Tho fact that silver kepi 
at a parity with gold in all the years in 
which the mints were open to its coin 
age is better evidence that it will keep 
eo in the future than the opinion of any 
body who changes his opinions because 
party leaders do. 


You say: 
"Tho moment it 
be> 


came known that Bryan was elected 
that money would depreciate in the 
holder's hands. 
This would mean 


loss to them in the aggregate of at 
least 900 millions of dollars." 


How do you know what you assert BO 


positively? 
You should know, and 


doubtless you do know, that mere 
declaration on your part does not prove 
what you assert. You know full well, 
if you have studied the money quee 
tiou, that Congress and tho people who 
accepted bonds know that they were 
redeemable iu standard dollars of the 
United States at 412}£ grains of stand- 
ard silver each, because Congress hnd 
so declared. 


You deny that either gold Republi- 


cans or gold Democrats admit that the 
gold standard is detrimental to the 
country, but as the Republican Na- 
tional platform disproves your denial 
it is not necessary to say more regard- 
ing it here. 


You deny that Europe buys our sil- 


ver bullion at 65 or 67 cents an ounce 
and then doubles its value by coining 
it. If you will read the report of the 
Treasury Department it will convince 
you, as it cornea from a gold source, 
that Europe bought over $30,000,000 
worth of silver bullion in tho United 
States in the last year, and any statis- 
tical report on the money question will 
show you that England coins that 
bullion into rupees for circulation in 
India and the Straits, into shillings 
and half-crowns for use at home, at tho 
ratio of loj^ ounces of silver to 1 ounce 
of gold. 


You say it is not a fact that when sil- 


ver was demonetized wheat, cotton and 
other products would purchase twice 
as tnauy dollars as they will now. The 
market reports show that in 1872, the 
year before silver was demonetized,

Treasury in gold or standard 
dollars, and that the Secretary it vested 
with authority to coin such dollars to 
redeem them. Everybody knows that 
* standard dollar is now, always has 
been and presumably ever will be so 


wheat was worth $1 43 per bushel in 
Ohio, $1 46 per bushel in Michigan and 
$1 82 in Indiana, and that iu 1895 the 
average price of wheat in Ohio was CO 
cents per bushel; in Michigan 60 cants 
und in Indiana 57 cents. The name re- 
ports which are published in the New 
York Tribune of September 30, 1890, 
show that the average price of wheat in 
those Stutos iu 18G5 was $1 60 per 
bushel iu Ohio, $1 65 in Michigan and 
$1 35 in Indiana. In the face of such 
figures what are wo to think of your 
assertion that prices fell nearly aa 
much in the eight or nine years from 
1860 to 1873 as they did in the ninoteeu 
years succeeding, and you include the 
years immediately following the war, 
when all commodities wero at war 
prices ? 


While you suy there is not the slight- 


ost connection between silver und the 
prices of other articles, it ia a fact, 
nevertheless, aa you will admit when 
you read the market reports, that tho 
price of a bushel of wheat haa almost 
invariably gone up or down with the 
price of the ounce ot silver. 
You may 


see no connection between the price of 
silver and other articles, but the prices 
of silver, wheat und cotton go up and 
down with each other just the game a 
if you did. Speculation may, for a few 
days, send up one disproportionately 
to the advance iu the other, but year in 
and your out, since 1873, there has been 
close connection between the prices o 
silver, wheat, cotton and many otho: 
staple commodities. 


Your comparison between putting 


silver through the mint, and wbea! 
through a mill, is not apt of to the 
point in this discussion, 
Sliver to- 


day is worth, say 66 cents an ounce,, bul 
put that silver through the mint and it 
is worth iu the United States $1 29 per 
ounce, and if put through an European 
mint, it is worth about $1 33 per ounce. 
You limit by law the number of mills 
iu the United States, and make it a 
criuia to USB uuy flour not manufac- 
tured at those milla. Wheat is a com- 
modity, and so is flour, but silver, when 
made into legal tender money at the 
mint, has the whole power of the Gov- 
er nment at its back. 


You admit that the country ia not 


prosperous just now, and deny that it 
has not been prosperous under a gold- 
standard. 
The gold standard was se- 


curely fastened upon the country wt.en 
under Harrison's Administration, the 
Secretary of the Treasury redeemed with 
gold exclusively obiigaUoue which the 
law gave him the option to redeem in 
silver. Then tho raid on the fioid re- 
serve began, and was continued under 
Cleveland's Administration, and when 
the purchase of bullion ceased, the 
issuance of Treasury notaty which 


scarcer, real estate went down with the 
prices of products and the purchasing 
power of a dollar increased until it 
takes about twice as mach of any 
article to get a dollar which will not

Your figures regarding the increase

^hat while New York and the New Eng- 
land States are increasing in wealth 
the Western and Southern States de- 
creased in assessable) property otrer 
$500,000,000. Statistics also show that 
New York and New England, with less 
than one-fifth of the population of tho 
country, are credited with more than 
seven-ninths of all the savings banks 
deposits o! the United States, while the 
other States and Territories, contain- 
ing over four-fifths of the population, 
are credited with lees than two-ninths 
of the savings banks deposits, showing 
that wealth, like the single gold stand- 
ard craze, is principally confined to the 
East. 


You say.- 
"No country upon the 


face of the earth over enjoyed such 
wonderful prosperity as we under the 
gold standard." 


If you mean that no other gold 
tandard country is as prosperous as 
ve, possibly you are correct, as no gold 
standard country is 
over-burdened 


with prosperity, but if you mean to be 
understood that this country has on- i 
oyed abnormal prosperity under the 
j 


gold otundard, reference to tho records j 
)f strikes and failures in the lastj 
dozen years will convince you of the I 
ontrary. 
The statistics of labor!

THE SILVBIl QUESTION, 


What Judge Blcelow Says (lie Gold 


Standard Has Ixine, , and Predicts 
Free Coinage Would I>o. 


EDITOR NEVADA STATE JODKNAL—SIB : 


As you have addressed a nambor of 
questions to mo publicly through your 
paper, I supposa you expect me lo 
answer them through the same medium, 
and as I wiah the answers to reach the 
same readers that the questions have, 
I avail myself of the opportunity. So 
far as they are directed to my course 
personally, they are quite immaterial 
to the issues of the campaign, and I 
have made all the answer to such 
criticisms that I oars to make. Proving 
my inconsistency, if any such there be, 
doesn't prove the consistency or truth 
of the silver cause, and that is the 
question now before the people. But 
some of your questions do have a 
relevancy to those issues, and as they 
show such an utter misunderstanding 
of the real situation, I take great pleas- 
ure in endeavoring to set you right.. 


If, under free coinage, silver coin de- 


preciates so that it will only be worth 
50 per cent of its present value, as in 
iny judgment it certainly will, it willbe 
repudiation and fraud for the Gov- 
ernment to so change the law that its 
obligations will be paid in silver. There 
is not a greenback, a treasury note, a 
silver dollar nor a Government bond 
for which the holder has not paid the 
value of a gold dollar, and for the Gov- 
ernment to now pay them in 50-cent 
dollars is simply to swindle him out of 
one-half that value. The moment it 
becamo kuown that Bryan was elected, 
that money would depreciate in the 
holder's hands. This would mean a 
loss to them, in the aggregate, of at 
least 900 millions of dollars. When it 
was provided that those obligations 
should bo paid in coin, it meant the 
kind of coin then known to Congress 
and the people who accepted its money 
and bonds—gold coin, and silver coin 
as good as gold. The Government 
owes every one of the people holding a 
dollar of its obligations, either in the 
form of currency, of silver, or of bonds, 
such a dollar as that, and it would be 
simply fraud and repudiation to first 
debase the money 50 per cent, and then 
pay them in that, as it is always a fraud 
for a debtor able to pay his debts in 
full, to pay but a part of them. The 
fact that it would be done by law makes 
it no more honest than if it were done 
through a fraudulent bankruptcy. It 
is not a fact that Europe buys our sil- 
ver at 05 or 67 cents an ounce and then 
doubles its value by coining it, except, 
possibly, as to a small amount of sub- 
sidiary silver, which those governments 
hold at par by redeeming it in gold. 


It is not a fact that either gold Re- 


publicans or gold Democrats admit 
that the single gold standard is detri- 
mental to the country. Those men ad- 
vocate the single standard, with silver 
coined as subsidiary money, as we now 
have it, because they believe it to the 
best interests of the country. On the 
other hand the Republican party favors 
the remonetization of silver whenever 
it can be done so that both gold and 
silver can be kept at par, so that we 
can have both in circulation as money. 
That can only be done by international 
agreement. But they are unalterably 
opposed to a depreciated silver stand- 
ard. 


It is not a fact that when silver was 


demonetized', wheat, cotton and other 
commodities would purchase 
twice 


as 
many 
dollars 
as they will 


now. By the investigation of the 
Aldrick Committee of the 
Senate, 


the 
last 
accurate 
figures 
of 


which 
I 
know, 
it 
was 
found 


that from 1866 to 1873, before silver was 
demonetized, prices fell in those eight 
years, nearly as much as they did in 
the nineteen years succeeding, up to 
Oct. 
1892, when the 
investigation 


closed. From 1873 to Oct. 1892, prices 
fell about 18 per cent, so general prod- 
ucts would only have purchased 18 per' 
cent, more dollars in 1873 than in 1892, 
instead of twice us many. Prices of 
many articles, such as wheat, and cot- 
ton, fell, because of the immense over- 
production in every part of the world, 
aud these pulled dowu the general aver- 
age of prices of products, although 
many others had not fallen at all. But 
in the meantime silver had fallen S3 
per cent, or nearly twice as I'ast as 
products. There is not the slightest 
connection between silver aud 
the 


prices of other articles. Each stands 
or falls upon its own demand and sup- 
ply, and it is consequently unreasona- 
ble to suppose that if silver was re- 
stored those prices would advance, and 
it is equally unreasonable to suppose 
that free coinage would even advance 
the price of silver. 
Putting silver 


through the mint for the owner will 
not advance the price of bullion any 
more than putting wheat through a 
mill and handing the flour back to the 
owner would advance the price of 
wheat. 


It is hot a fact that prices are depre- 


ciating ander the present gold stand- 
ard. While, owing to the panic of 1893, 
brought on by the immense over- 
issue of paper money, through the pur- 
ohabe and coining of silver, for which 
the Government had no earthly use, 
prices did depreciate, there is nothing 
So indicate that they ara still doing so. 
Even silver, although it has recently 
fallen three per cent, is etill worth 
more than it was three years ago, and 
in the last mouth- wheat and cotton 
lave advanced over 30 per cent. 


While the country is not prosperous 


last now, because it has not entirely 
recovered from the effects of the panic 
of 1893, and is being held back by the 
possibility of a distressing change in 
our money, it is not a fact that it has 
not 
been 
prosperous 
under a 


gold ' standard. 
The most prosper- 


ous 
period our Nation has ever 


known from 1878, when it recovered

from the panic of 1873, and when gold 
specie payments were resumed, up to 
the panic of 1893. In 1870 our national 
wealth was, in round numbers, twenty- 
six billions of dollars. 
By 1880 it had 


increased to forty-three billions, or at 
the rate of 1,700 millions a year. 
By 


1890 it increased to sixty-five billions— 
2,200 millions a year. 
Up to 1893 tbia 


rate of increase more than held good. 
In the meantime the average of wages 
had increased from 37 per cent above 
the wages of 1860, to 68 per cent above 
and the purchasing power of ten hours 
of labor from 10 per cent above that of 
1860, to 79 per cent above. 
That is, 


ten hours of labor in 1890 would pur- 
chase more than one-third more of the 
necessaries and luxuries of life than 
they would in 1870. From 1870 to 1895 
the deposits in the savings ^an 
nearly all belonging to laboring people 
or small traders, increased from 549, 
000,000 to 1,810,000,000. 
No country 


upon the face of the earth ever enjoyed 
such wonderful prosperity as we en- 
joyed during that period under the 
gold standard.

NEGRO TURNING WhrrE. 


Ia • Preacher and Will Exhibit For His 


Church's Benefit. 


Uncle Bob Alston, a negro preaohpi1 
| living in Tipton county, Tenn., is turn- 
ling white. Alston has been living all 
j of his days In Tipton, where he is \vell 
' known. He was born a slave in the 
family of Mr. James Alston and has 
many blood relations among the negroes 


I of the county. Ho says his strange 
change began abont ten years ago and 
has been increasing yearly. At present 
the lower part of hia face is whito to 
fairness, while tho nose and brow pre- 
sent the usual dark hue of tho African. 
His features, too, are African, bnt his 
lips have the color of the Caucasian 
lips, and his hands are fairer than those 
of tho average whito man. The breast 
aud back are almost entirely white, but 


i there ere islands of tho black within tho 
whito, which is also flecked with small 
frecklelike spots of the original color. 


Tho genuineness of the change is at- 


tested by an affidavit over the signature 
of John A. Tipton, speaker of the Ten- 
nessee house of representatives, and B. 
K. Pete, clerk of the Tipton county 
court, both of whom certify that they 
have known Uncle Bob since their 
childhood; that he was then as black us 
any of the negroes in tho county; that 
thsy knew of this peculiar change in 
its beginning, and have watched its 
progress throughout tho ten years of its 
continuance. 


There con be no doubt that this is 


some peculiar freak of nature. There 
has been one other liko unto it, beiu 
the case of Henry Moss, n Virginia 
negro, who was on exhibition in Phila- 
delphia in July, 1790. Mosa' case, us 
described in The'Wonderfnl Magazine, 
published in 1808, ia pictured very ac- 
curately nnd shows that it much resem- 
bles the case of Bob Alston. Both no- 
ticed that the white began just back of 
the finger nails and both became fair on 
the hand, arms, chests, limbs and part 
of the face. Both, too, claim that the 
sun burns them readily, nnd neither can 
give any reason for the remarkable 
change. 


Alston has been examined by tho best 


medical skill of Tipton county. New 
York physicians, too, havo corresponded 
about his case, bnt it has thus far 
baffled human skill, 


Alston is a preacher. His church has 


mat with misfortune, and to repair this 
and at tho same time erect a school in 
his home district for the education of 
colored youths he has in the sixty-sev- 
enth yaar of his age consented to take i 
trip cf exhibition, during which he pro 
poses to raise the money for tho above 
mentioned purposes.—Memphis Com

We are told by those who have made 


such matters a life study that sound if 
the effect produced npou the drum oi 
the ear by any shook or impulse which 
causes vibration of the air. This being 
the case, it is plain that the sound pro 
dnced by a thousand voices would not 
be more altisonant or far sounding than 
one single impulsive yell because each 
would set its own waves to vibrating.
